It will 
be up to all the sportsmen in the 
Pass to get together to prevent 
this, so we need you very badly 
right how.

McGillivray Miner's 
Death Ruled Due 
To Natural Causes 


A coroner’s jury under the di¬ 
rection of Dr. E. J. Liesemer, lo¬ 
cal coroner, investigating <4nfo thA 
death of Henry (Buck) Eysacker, ' 
employed in the McGillivray mine 
of the Coleman Collieries, who was 
found dead on Monday, May 9t^h 
in a mine chute, returned the fol¬ 
lowing verdict: 

“We, the jury, find that Henry 
Eysacker, while performing his 
duty as a coal bucker in room 16 
of No. 4 level, came to his death, 
by suffering a coronary occlusion 
at approximately 11:30 am. on 
May 9, 1955.” The jury comprised 
of Foreman, Horace Allen; P.. 
Phillips, E. Derbyshire, John Col- 
lison, A. Fauville and Jim Wilkie, 
all of Coleman. 

First witness to be heard was 
A. Graham, mine surveyor, who 
furnished a plan of the death 
area, and described the area to 
the jury. 

Dr. E. Aiello of Coleman, pre¬ 
sented his report of the autopsy 
on the deceased. He stated that 
death was due to coronary occlu¬ 
sion, which was commonly known 
as heart failure. He stated further 
that the abrasion over the eye, 
and the abrasion on the right 
lower, chest were superficial in¬ 
juries, and had jn no way con¬ 
tributed to the deceased’s death. 

It was his belief that these slight 
injuries may have occurred after 
his death. 

Mr. William Goodwin, mine 
manager, gave evidence next, in 
which he stated that he had talk¬ 
ed with Eysacker a very short 
time before his death, and that 
“Buck” as he was commonly 
known, was performing his work 
and that he was reeling mre. 
That he had asked him how the 
coal was running and that Buck 
had stated that it was O. K. Mr. 
Goodwin then left to inspect some 
other workings a short distance 
away, and shortlj)* afterwards 
heard from another employee 
that a man had been found dead. 


He had immediately returned to 
where Eysacker was found. 

He had the body removed to 
'trite" Outside where Eysacker was 
examined by Dr. Liesemer, and 
pronounced dead. The area in 
whl^jfhis man was found was 
inspected for any signs of rock, 


falls, and that none 


coal or'U 
were found. 

Mr. Fred Fisher, the conveyor 
operator in the area where Ey¬ 
sacker was working, was called 
to give evidence and he stated 
.that he was the onevwho had 
found Eysacker. Mr. Fisher stat¬ 
ed: “I had just put the check 
board in the chute and had turn¬ 
ed slightly away from the chute 
when I heard a noise. It did not 
sound like coal running, but like 
a timber coming down the chute. 
He investigated and found Ey¬ 
sacker lying in the chute. I lift¬ 
ed '‘Buck” out of the chute and 
gently as possible lowered him to 
the floor. He was on his back and 
came down feet first, his miner's 
light and hard hat were still on. 
I immediately went for help.” He 
stated that he had noticed a out 
over "Buck’s” eye. 

Final witness was John Curry, 
Safety Supervisor for Coleman 
Collieries, who stated that this 
chute was extremely narrow in 
comparison* to the regular chutes 
in McGillivray mine. -This in it¬ 
self was not extraordinary in 
mines. All safety measures had 
been in effect, and no evidence 
pointed to any falls of rook, coal 
or timber. Mr. Curry had inspect¬ 
ed all of the area in this section 
and fotffiWfc in good order. 

of the foregoing evi¬ 
dence submitted the jury retired 
to evaluate and 'bring bafek a ver¬ 
dict which has 'been given in a 
previous paragraph.

Coal Proven Cheaper 
In Heating 
Fastern Schools 

According to an excerpt of an 
article printed in a recent Trade 
magazine we find the following 
remarks as to the heating costs 
in regards to coal and oil. 

These remarks may be hearten¬ 
ing to the miners here in Cole ¬ 
man, especially with the decline 
in the present working conditions. 
If enough of the public will re¬ 
alize that coal is the best, why we 
still have a chance. 

"Following a suggestion by 
Trus^e Graham Metcalfe, prop¬ 
erty committee of the Lakeshore, 
Ontario Board of Education, is to 
discuss the advisability of convert¬ 
ing all Lakeshore schools from oil 
to coal heating. 

“Mr. Metcalfe said that when 
James S. Bell school was changed 
tc oil heat a year ago he had 
been in favor of it, but he had 
since been forced ruefully to re¬ 
gret the error. 

“ “I was led up the garden 
path by so-called experts,” said 
Mr. Metcalfe, adding that costs 
of heating the school with coal 
had been $22.03 per ixxjm arid 
with oil it had come to $56.18. 

PerroOfo heating costs in Mim- 
ico high school, heated with coal, 
were $71.49 last year, said Mr. 
Metcalfe, while New Toronto sec¬ 
ondary schools, heated with oil, 
had cost $156.93.”

(b) Who performs or attempts to perform construction work by the use of a 
unit of mobile construction equipment upon which a license is not dis¬ 
played, 

or 

(c) Who fails to notify the Department of Municipal Affairs of the detailed 
of any transfer of legal possession of licensed mobile construction equip¬ 
ment. 

A copy of the Mobile Construction Equipment Licensing Act may be obtained upon 
payment of tweuty-five cents from the office of the Queen's Printer, 10302 - 107th Street, 
Edmonton, Alberta.

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GARDEN NOTES— 


Big variety to choose from 
for solid beds of flowers 


For bicf solid beds of flowers there Is quite a variety 
from which to choose. Some of these new type zinnias make 
a wonderful show and they come in an,..enormous range of 
color and sizes. We can use small types along the front 
or in smaller beds and anything up to three feet for larger 
beds and farther back. One is advised to get packets of 



special varieties. 

It is best of course to cut or; 
dig in while they are still green I 
and before too many seeds have 
matured. Often when the first | 
crop of early vegetables have been 
taken off, the ground is sown to 
one of these special cover crops 
which choke out bad weeds and 
form valuable green manure. 

Too much emphasis cannot be 
laid on taking gardening slowly. 
Nothing is gained and often con¬ 
siderable is lost by rushing in 
too much, too soon. In the old 
days everyone would get the 
whole garden, both flower and 
vegetable, planted on the first 
fine day and then, providing it 
escaped the last frost, there would 
be a big display of bloom and a 
feast of vegetables for a week or 
so in the summer.

Farmers in rust area being urged 
seed largest possible acreage Selkirk 

REGINA.—R. E. McKenzie, director of the provincial plant industry branch ot the 
department of Agriculture said recently that khrmers in the rust area of Saskatchewan 
should make every effort to seed the largest possible‘ , 8creage of Selkirk wheat this spring 
as insurance against rust damage. The director said that at this early date it was impos¬ 
sible to predict whether rust would be a problem in 1955, but that initial reports from 
the southern United States indicate a larger than normal overwintering of rust spores.

“Should these spores move 
northward,’’ he said, "and if fav¬ 
orable weather for rust develop¬ 
ment occurs during late May, June 
and July, losses could again be 
severe in Saskatchewan.” 

Best protection 

"The best protection against 
rust is the seeding of resistant 
varieties of wheat, particularly 
Selkirk,” said Mr. McKenzie. 

’Surplus supplies of Selkirk are 
available in Mmitoba and the 
Saskatchewan Seed Grain Co¬ 
operative ,at Moose Jaw, the 
keting agency for seed grow- 
has made arrangements to 
bring in substantial quantities of 
good quality seed for early deliv- 

•y tcP farmers.” 

According to the announcement, 
orders for Selkirk may be placed 
with elevator agents for carload 
or less than carload quantities, 
and carload lots will be delivered 
to local shipping points while 
smaller quantities may be picked 
up at Moose Jaw or shipped from 
there. 

The Saskatchewan department i 
of Agriculture is assisting this j 
movement of carload quantities by 
paying half the freight charges 
from Manitoba. This freight .assist¬ 
ance and any additional surplus 


buyers by the Seed Grain 
Co-operative and refunded at the 
end of the season. 

Embargo helps 

Mr. McKenzie recalled that the 
Dominion gov’t, had imposed an 
export embargo on Selkirk Wheat 
seed principally to give Saskat¬ 
chewan farmers an opportunity to

Bacterial ring rot of potatoes 

Bacterial ring rot, a bacterial disease as the name implies, 
causes a wilt of the potato plant and a rot of the tuber. It is 
extremely infectious and can be spread from a single diseased tubef 
to many healthy ones during seed cutting and planting operations. 
In spite of the infectious nature of the disease it can be-successfully 
controlled. 

Mr. J. K. Richardson of the St. Catharines Plant Pathology 
Laboratory, federal department of Agriculture, recommends the 
disposal of all potatoes including table stock if the disease is found 
on the farm. All storages, containers, and farm equipment used in 
handling the potato crop, should be purchased and used for planting, 
qf The disease in the field can be recognized by a .progressive 
wilting, yellowing, colling and eventual dying of the leaves on one 
or more plant stems from the base upwards. Some tubers from 
such plants may be completely rotted or show typical cracking of 
the skin, Others when cut may have cream colored decayed areas 
of cheesy consistency in a narrow ring just below the skin. Tubers 
only slightly infected often show no external symptoms and may 
overwinter as apparently normal healthy potatoes. These. appar¬ 
ently harmless tubers give rise to infected plants. 

Under certain conditions other wilt producing and tuber 
rotting organisms can cause symptoms which resemble ring rot very 
closely, making positive diagnosis extremely difficult and sometimes 
impossible, -unless the material is subjected to a microscopic labora¬ 
tory examination. 

“Canada's Poultry Products”—An exhibit of Canadian poultry 
.products at the American Poultry Industry’s Fact Finding Confer¬ 
ence in Kansas City attracted much attention. The exhibit was 
prepared by the Department of Trade and Commerce and the 
Poultry Division, Marketing Service, and offices of the Poultry 
Division described it as an outstanding success. The egg display 
was timely since the United States egg market had strengthened 
to the point where United States egg buyers were interested in 
buying Canadian eggs. Members of the Canadian produce trade 
attending the conference were able to do a flourishing business. 

In the display of liquid-frozen, tray-packed poultry, the Cana¬ 
dian pack siiowed the improvement in workmanship by Canadian 
eviscerators in the past year and with the introduction of liquid 
freezing made the Canadian park the most attractive in the exhibit 
and in the typo of pack that drew the most attention from visitors.

Testament there are verses or 
passages that stand out superbly. 
They offer the concentrated ex¬ 
pression of a great fact, a great 
experience, an exhortation to 
righteousness and Christian living, |

One, in particular, expresses all 
the reality and power of tjie Gos¬ 
pel experience, the fact of what 
belief in Christ and the acceptance 
of His message of salvation can 
do for man. It is found in II Cor¬ 
inthians: “Therefore if any man be 
in Christ, he is a new creature; 
old things are passed away; be¬

What does it mean to be 
Christ?’’ Scholars*.say it is as if 
it referred to the place in which 
one lives. Christ is the environ¬ 
ment of the new man in precisely 
that sense.
